Three caf loads of Lapland reindeer 
from Nerthern Newfoundland was the 
remarkable freight which arrived in 
Edmonton at 6.40 this morning over 
the C. N. R. from the east. There 
were forty-three ‘rejn@eer in the three 
cars and a fourth car was stocked witn 
reindeer food, moss and grass, The 
reindeer are the representatives cf the 
species with which the department of 
the interior has planned to stock the 
district of the Mackenzie to the tar 
north of Edmonton, The animals are 
to be used for carrying purpcses in 
the long reaches of the north in place 
of dogs. 

The consignment of reindeer 
Newfoundland on September 8th, and 
passed through Quebec on September ! 
18th, to reach Edmonton a week later, | 
The cars containing the animals were | 
at the C. N, R. station on First street | 
from 6.40 this morning till 10.90, |

In appearance the animals are very 
Nke caribou All are fine spectmens, | 
full grown, Ten of the i3 are males, 
Hight or ten of the number have been 
used as oxen in the northern part of | 
Newfoundland and are fuliy broken, | 

When the reindeer arrived this | 
morning a double wagon load of ca- | 
bage was delivered at the station fer | 
their consumption, Cabbage is a del- | 
feacy of which the reindeer is very 
fond, The staple article of diet, how- 
ever, is the moss on which the caribou 
also feeds and which grows every- 
where threnghout the far north, Hatf 
a car load of moss was brought with | 
the animals from Newfoundland, to 
last them until they reach the caribou 
feeding grounds, where moss is plen- 
tiful, 

The reindeer were purchased from 
Dr. Grenfell, of Labradce, who intro- 
duced the species into Newfoundland 
from Labrador, Fifty-one dollars 
apiece was paid for the animals, The 
reindeer have proved a great success 
in Labrador. The ccmnditions there 
have been found entirely suitable for 
them, and the original herd of three 


hundred has grown by natural in- 
crease'to some twelve hundred, As in 
Lapland, their flesh and milk has 


proved a boon on mere than One 0c- 
casion, It is believed that they will 
prove even more useful in the Can- 
adian north, where dog teams are now 
ured for winter travel. 

The great problem of finding food 
for the teams, which has to be calcu- 
lated upon where dogs are uved, is 
solved by the reindeer, which thrives 
upon moss, net only drawing iis load, 
but giving nourishing milk upon this 
food, It is exvected that the experl- 
ment at Fort Smith will prove a suc- 
cess and that winter travel in the Can- 
adian north will be robbed of its 
dangers entirely, and of a good deal 
of its hardships, Other depots will 
probably be established and the na- 
tives may be induced to adopt ind 
breed them, as they ure bred in Lap-

P.M. FILDES ATTEMPTS. 
TO TAKE HS OWN LIFE

Well Known Eximonton Young Man 
Shot Himself Through the Head 
Last Night—Lics at Point of Death 
in the General Hospital, 


As the result of an attempt to com- 
mit suicide last night shortly before 
midnight P. M. Fildes, a well known 
young man in Edmonton Nes at the 
point of death in the General Hospital 
with a bullet hole through his head. 
His recovery is thought to be impos- 
sible though he wae still living at the 
time of going to press 
. The affair took place at room nine 
in the Jasper block, Jasper avenue 
west where the unfortunate young 
man lived with a friend A, L. McLean 
in the employ of Ross Bros. McLean 
Was asleep at the time of the shooting.

The shooting was done with a 32 
calibre German automatic revolver, 
The bullet entered the right temple 
and passed through the head back ot 
the eyes going out on the left side and 
embedding itsef in the wall of the 
room When found Fildes was in a 
partially dressed condition lying in a

No reason has been assigned for the 
act but Be was suffering from depres- 
sion for some time ag the result of ex- 
cessive use of alcohol.

George R. Askwith, the well known 
“strike breaker” as permanent chief 
Sir George has represented the board 
of trade at the settlement of various 
strikes during the past year. 

The government will nominate the 
commissicnier in order to secure men 
of judicial, rather than partisan type.

Today, the 26th day of eptem. | 
ber, the ratepayers of the City of Id. | 
monton will be invited to cast their] 
votes either for or against a munici- 
pal-owned gas plant, and, at the same 
time, to express their opinion as to 
whether the gas to be supplied should 
be an illuminating or a non-illuminat- 
ing gas, 

In a city having such a complete 
system of electric lighting as the City 
of Edmonton, there is no necessity for 
having illuminating gas—that Is, gas 
which can be burned in an ordinary 
open flame burner. 


Nor, indeed, does it seem desirable 
that another illuminant, of whatever 
nature, should be operated in compe. 


tition with the city's electric light. 
Edmonton people do not require gas 
for light. They require it for heating, 
for power and to burn in their cooking 
ranges and stoves; to burn in their 
grates, and to replace coal in théir 
furnaces with its attendant ashes and 


cinders, and consequent trouble. The 
was can also, of course, be used in 
gas-engines. 


For all these purposes a non-illumi- 
nating gas is actually better than an 
illuminating gas, and can be supplied 
to the consumers at a rate’ infinitely 
cheaper 
for illuminating gas. 

As most of. the rate-payers 
aware, the proposal recently made 
the Council which failed to receive 
requisite majority when the by-law 
was voted upon, was for gas of an 
illuminating quality at $1.65 per thou- 
sand. 

Non-illuminating gas 
good quality for heating, 
power purposes, can be supplied = as 
low as 90c per thousand cubic feet, 
and it would be to the interest of any 
company entering into a gas contract 
with the city, as soon as the 
sumption warrants it, to reduce’ the 
price from time to time to a very 
much lower figure, in order to induce 
householders and others to use gas 
furnaces, and so do away with the dirt 
trouble and annoyance inseparable 
from the use of coal.

CANNOT EXTEND SERVICE, 


That under the provisions of the 
eharter the city has no power to ex. 
tend its electric lighting beyond the 
city limits save into a 
municipality and by consent of that 
municipality, was the opinion given 
by City Solicitor Bown in a report 
submitted to the commissioners at 
their regular meeting Monday morn.

The question arose out of an -appli- 
cation for light from’residents on the 
corner of Norton street and Alberta 
avenue. The solicitor states that the 
eclty cannot exercise powers outside 
its limits unless in an afijoining mu- 
nicipality and under an . agreement 
with such municipality. As the terri- 
tory in this case is in an unorganized 
municipality the power is worthless, 
As the streets and roads here are not 
under the control of the city the de- 
partment would be trespassing by er- 
ecting poles.

Toulon, France, Sept. 25—Three 
hundred officers and men were killed 
and the French battleship Liberte to- 
tally destroyedswhen the magazines of 
the vessel exploded, The battleship 
Republique was dumaged badly and 
the battleships Democratic and Verite 
also suffered severely f'om ‘the masses 
of twisted iron and armor plate that 
were hurled tpon their decks, 

The disaster is the greatest that 
has even fallen upon the French navy 
4h. in Magnitude almost is without 
preceuvat in the annals of the world’s 
vighting ships, The griet which pros- 
trates the Meet and nation made more 
intense by the memory of ‘the recent 
review hee, n notable display of 
France's naval greatness ih which the 
doomed ship was one of the Ttinest 
figures, 

The explosion which occurred ‘at 
5.53 o'clock in the morning was pre- 
ceded and was the result cf an out- 
breuk of fire The flames spread rap- 
idly despite all efforts to master them 
and reached the magazines before 
there was time to fided them. The 
magazines exploded with tremendous 

| violence sowing death and destruction 
in every direction. 
350 or More Killed, 

While the naval authorities estimate 
the killed at 350, it ig feared that this 
ligure will be exceeded, It will be ne- 
cessary to go through the ship's mus- 
ter rolls, a task of some days before a 
full list of the yictims can be prepared.

pass—and the Liberte had vanished 
leaving in place of the great battle- 
ship the ehapeless mass on the wa- 
ter,” \ 
A reporter Who was on the quay im- 
| mediately after the disaster occurred 
says that the smoke obscured the en- 


tire harbor and the situation ‘shone 
red, 
A Reporter's Story, 
The work of rescue was in full 
swing, said sailors from the Patrie, 


whom he met on his way to the wreck, 
when an immense pillar of smoke rose 
slowly and the flames spread rapidly. 
Suddenly a tohgue of fire shot up, 
there was a deafening roar and debris 
of all kinds rained down upon thelr 
heads. All the boats which surround- 
ed the Liberte were engulfed in the 
whirlpools caused by the sinking ship. 
They vanished amid the despairing 
@ies of the Injured. They could see 
nothing of the Liberte, It disappeared 
| in the dense smoke and boiling waters, 
The battleship itself, was a mass of 
buckled plating inextricably mixed 
with torn boilers and broken machin- 
ery, Puffs of smoke and steam darted 
in and out from the vessel's mangled 
carcass, 

Petty Officer Leon, one of- the sur 
Vivors, who was tuken aboard the Re- 
publique sald: 

“| was in my hammock and hearing 
shouts got up in terror 1 saw smoke 
and fumes all around me and I knew 
nothing more,” 

Commander De Keraudren, of the 
Republique said that when the explo- 
sion occurred his ves#el was shaken 
from stem to stern. 

Cause of the Accident, 

[t is now considered almost estab- 
lished that the disaster was due to 
the deflagration of ‘%B" powder, To- 
| wards five o'clock, the watch perceived 

a dense smoke coming trom the rore 
partiof the ship, He reported this to 
the officers who promptly ordered 
that the maguzines be flooded as a 
lirst precaution. The men whose duty 
; it Was went to open the sea valves, 
communicating with the sea, but re- 
turned precipiately saying that it was 
impossible to carry cut thelr orders on 
accoumt of the thick poisonous fumes 
rising from the magazines making the 
task of approaching Impossible, 

Word of @anger flew from mouth to 
mouth, Men rushed to the hoats or 
jumpeg into the sea At this juncture 
help arrived from the other ships and 
| the officers of the Liberte, encouraged 
| bythe reinforcements determined to 
make another effort to conquer the 
lire. The bugler was ordered to sound 
the rally. The spirit of discipline was 
so excellent that the men who had 
jumped into the sea asked the boats 
which picked them up to put’ them 
back aboard the Liberte. 

Last Desperate Fight 

Stimulated by the example of the of- 
ficers, the men rushed to their sta- 
tions and a last desperate fight against 
the flames began, Almost immediately 


and one of the Liberte’s armor plates 
was hurled against her port side de- 
molishing the cabin of an absent en-| 
sign. Por a few minutes after the final 
explosion an intense black «cloud of 
smoke hovered over the harbor, When 
it shifted a horrible spectacle met the | 
eyes of the people of Toulon, who, | 
awakened by the first explosion, had | 
hurried to the shore, The twisted up-| 
per works of the battleship were pro- | 
truding from a mags of fotmiess | 
wreckage among which struggled the | 
seamen from the rescuing boats which | 
was sunk by the flying debris or suck- | 
ed down inethe maelstrom, 

The work of rescue was quickly be- 
gun, An ambulance station was in- 
stalled inthe arsenal and Admiral 
Marin Darbel, maritime prefect went 
out to the wreck and superintended 
the work of extricating those tmpris- 
Oned under the shattered steel. Up to 
this evening, forty bodies have been 
taken out and 94 Injured have been 
transferred to the hospital, 

Exploring Joterior.

the first explosion foreshadowed a ter- 
rible disaster. The offcers then, realiz- 
ing the uselegsness of sacrificing the 
lives of the men to save the ship in- 
structed the crew to leave in as or- 
derly a manner as possible. 

It was while this was being done 
that the final explosion came engulling 
all those on the ship and those around, 

Some idea of the violence of the ex- 
plosion may be had from the fact that 
the officer commanding the gunnery 
school ship Foudre, anchored three 
kilmeters (1 86 miles) from the Lib- 


erte was killed on his own quarter 
deck by a fragment of shell hurled 
from the Liberte and two sailors 


standing beside him were wounded, 

A small outbreak of tire was discov- 
ered aboard the battleship Patrie this 
evening, An alarm was’ immediately 
sounded and the flames were eatin- 
guished before they had done much 
damage. 

There was a roll call of the rem- 
nant of the crew of the Liberte on 
board the battleship Sufferin tonight. 
The seene was pitiful as many of the 
men were injured and nunrbers of 
them were in tears,
